New YORE, April 20, —The special inves-
ligation made by Bradsirect’s into the finan-
cisl condition of planters and merchants in
leading cotton-growing States reports it on
the whole not encouraging as to the preseat,
although there are tany sections in the cot-
ton region where there is relatively less de-
pendence on cotton, and where floods or
Arouth have not interfered, where planters

od small merchants are in fairly satisfac-
«Oory condition.

Planters report wiih great unanimity that
the soreage to be planted with cotton will
be ourtailed, on the whole, abouat 20 or more
per cent, though it is not too late for plant-
ers, where they can get sufficient supplies,
to plant more cotton than they have said
they would. Eaw cotton declined fraction-
wlly this week, due to weaker Liverpool ad-
vices, based on expectation that planters
will plant more cotton than expected, be-
eause of the late advance in prices.

# THE SUNDAY PAPER

Thousands Listen to a Joint Debate
Held in Philadelphia.

PREACHERS ARD LAWYERS TALK.

Editor McClure Says It Isthe Pulpit's Hand-
maiden in Reform.

IT8 EDUCATIONAL INFLUENCE GREAT

PHILADELPHIA, April 29.—The debate
on the question of whether the influence of
the Sundsy newspaper is greater for evil
than for good, under the auspicesof the
Chetham Litersry Union last night, served
to draw an audience which filled the Tem-
pleﬂ&mﬁmd&rhﬂﬁdblhm&w;
seating capacity, there being over
persons present. ‘Ha-.rly sll the seats had
been sold in advance, aud there wers sev-
eral hundred people who could not gain
admission, It was an audience represent-
ing very well the intellectual element of
the city, ind included a good representa-
tion of the learned profession and business
community. ' Two conspicuons representa-
tives of the clerical profession were Rev,
Dr. Thomas A. Fernley, of the Philadel-
phia Sabbath Association, and Rev. Dr.
Alexander Alison, who occupied places in
the choir, Dr. Fernley sitting right back of
the opponents of the Sunday paper, while
Dr. Alison backed up by his presence the
ehnmpions of the other side. .

The debaters against the Sundav paper
were Rev. Russell H. Conwell and Revw.
Forest E Dager. The other side was up-
held by James M. Beck and A, K, Me-
Clure,

The Pastor’s Argument.

Conwell, in his = ent, said that so
long as the law exists it is wrong to publish
a Budsi in defiance of it, and the
papers should refrain until they bave made
& publie sentiment strong enough to secure
the law’s repeal. Continuing he said:

Sunday papers disturb health, There is
nothing thut is & greater detriment fto the
health of this cummuult{', possibly except-
ing the mud that runs through the water
pipes, than the disturbance cansed by the
crying of Sunday morning papers. ‘Take
the 1,000,000 people of thia city who lose prova-
bly two hours' sleep each Sunday mornin
by the noise e by mewsboys and

an aggregate as long as tho slumbers
ol the Seven Blee

They add to taxation by more than the
profit they maks for thelr owners by the ad-
voecacy of that manner of life thnt leads to
the breaking of law. ' It turns ‘i)onp!a awWBY
from God and the church and turns them
the other n*un‘null jalls are filled, It de-
stroys the Influence of the Bible, the book
that preserves our liberties.

turn the religious influence of the Sabbath
and put money in the publishers’ pockets.

Lawyer Beok's Reply.

James M. Beck began his argument with
the query: ‘‘Does the reading of news-
papers, without regard to the Bunday issue,
exert a greater influence for evil than for
good?” and seid:

Living qswe do in the evening of the
nineteenth ecentury, and spegking 10 an au-
dience of civilized men, thers could be but
one answear. The twogreat wonders of our
oentury are the newspaper and the railroad.
It is indeed diffionlt to say whioh is the
greater or which has influencd men more

for good,

If, therefore, the value of the newspaper
be coneeded the burden s upon our jearned
opponents to take the Sunday issue out of
the rale. The Sabbath was made for man,
Tlherefore railroads will run,parks, musenins
and galleries will be opened, m will bn
handled, the wires will be used, ships will
eall, meals will be eaten and newspapers will
be published. The ultra Sabbatarians by
\he@mnmﬂre their own theorles. He

who eats an unnece Sunday roast,
shovld be modest {n expressing ox-
treme Sabbatarian reviews,

Pitifal Arguments Adduced.

They will argue the evil lies in reading
the Sunday newspapers. This keeps men
from churoh and prevent thelr thoughts
trom dwelling on sacred themes. Of all the
pitiful argumentasgainst the Sunday news-
papers this is the worst. If & mimster has
some message for men he will not lack
anditors.” Dr. Conwell does not. If a man
really wishes to go to ohnurch or feels ita
solemn duty to go, no newspaper will keep
himaway, The man who excuses his non-
attendanoe at chiurch by the nuwspngor has
the moral cowardice of Adam, who charged
his sin not mpon himself but upon the
woman who gave him the fruit.

Mr. Beck then went into an analysis of
the character of the Bunday paper and
showed how much more of science, art,
musie, edncation and literature he found
than Mr. Conwell seemed to have discovered
snd dwelt upon the Sunday paperas a
source of pleasure to the people, also upon
its moral power with its advocacy of good
and condemnation of evil, referring to the
support of Dr. Parkhurst’s crasade by the
papers as being of vastly greater influence
than the eflort produeed upon the compara-
tively few who heard his voice.
